Clarence Darrow finished this 
morning. 
With Senator Borah's ad- 


dress today the prosecution will also 
have fired its 
last shot. 
Judge 


Woods' charge to the jury is ready. 
It is said to be short. 
The twelve 


men on wlioni the fate of the miners' 
leader depends, will probably retire 
by noon 
tomoriow. 
Most 
people 


think there will be a disagreement. 


The announcement of a failure to 


secure a verdict will be followed by 
an immediate demand on the part ot 
the defense for the immediate release 
of the three indicted 
miners, Hay- 


wood, Moyer and Pettibone, on bail. 
The prosecution will fight this 
de- 


mand to the last ditch. 
It will de^ 


mand a second trial at once. 


If Clarence Darrow was terrific in 


his denunciation of the prosecution 
the mine operators and the Idaho au- 
thorities generally, 
in 
his address 


yesterday, Senator Borah promises to 
toe no less so in his 
excoriation of 


Haywood, Moyer, Pettibone and the 
Miners' Federation today. 


The case has been the most des- 


perately fought in the history of the 
west. It has cost Idaho $100,000 and 
Canyon county 
$25,000 more. 
The 


Miners' Federation is estimated to 
have spent $150,000 on the defense. 


Boise, Ida., July 25.—Clarence Dar- 


row of Chicago, in his plea in behalf 
of William Haywood, fiercely assailed 
the prosecution, mine owners, certain 
officials of Colorado and Idaho, the 
Pinkertons and the state's star wit- 
ness. ""HeTustified the 'arfifcTes""pub- 
lished in the Miners' Magazine, the of- 
ficial organ of the Western Federation, 
and attacked the action of Governor 
Steunenberg in asking for United 
States troops to quell disturbances in 
1899, which action he held unjusti- 
fiable. 


Barrow's argument developed into 


an appeal for labor as against capital 
and a denunciation of all opposition to 
the unions. His attack on Orchard was 
expected, and in this respect he ful- 
filled and surpassed the limit of sen- 
eation. Three hours were given to 
Orchard, and it was only when vitu- 
peration, physical 
force and words 


tvere spent that Darrow turned on 
James H. Ha%ley, leading counsel for 
the state, and the Pinkerton detec- 
tives. The state of Idaho came in for 
a large share of Mr. Darrow's denun- 
ciation for the part it has played in 
the prosecution. Culture, 
education 


and wealth each in turn were de- 
scribed as constituting a combination 
against the workingman. Mr. Darrow 
assailed the constitution of the coun- 
try, and cried: "The constitution! The 
constitution! It is here only to destroy 
the laws made for the benefit of the 
poor." Mr. Darrow added: 


The men struck in Colorado for the 
eight-hour day, and they got it. Are yo 
men of the jury going to take it away 
from them? Air. Hawley asks you to de- 
stroy the "Western Federation of Miners 
by hanging its leaders? Are you going to 
do It? Doubtless they have done some 
brutal things, some criminal things, and 
some that were not wise and some that 
<tvere not just. Let's admit it 
I know- 
it, and I am not going to lie to you 
about it, for I think too much of you. 
But admitting all this, would you de- 
stroy the Western Federation of Miners 
and turn Its 40,000 men over to deal 
single-handed with the mine owners' as- 
sociation, with the Guggenheims? If you 
destro* the labor unions of this country 
you destroy liberty -when you strike the 
blow, and will leave the poor to do the 
bidding of the rich. I tell you, men, that 
so long- as the employers of labor have 
the spirit of Rockefellerism 
in their 
hearts there is going to be trouble. Haw- 
ley says the Western Federation of Min- 
ers has made trouble. It has, and I am 
glad ot it, for when we cease to cause 
trouble we become sla\es. 


Mr. Darrow described McParland as 


a lying, deceitful scoundrel—the very 
life of a detective, he declared, was a 
living ]ie. "This man, who had spent 
his life in hounding down his fellow 
man, suddenly turns evangelist and 
-would have you believe that Orchard 
is miraculously transformed into a 
new man.4' 


Defending the articles printed in 


the 
Miners' 
Magazine denouncing 


Steunenberg, Darrow said they were 
written by Ed Boyce, the first piesi- 
dent of the Western Federation of 
Miners—a graduate of the smelters 
and not of the colleges, but an honest 
man for all that, and a man who had a 
right to express his honest views of 
the unwarranted herding of men in a 
•bullpen, "surrounded by lice, Pinker- 
toa detectives and other vermin." He 
Continued: 


" "Mr. Darrow's denunciation of Or- 
chard was terrific. 
He warned the 


jurors that if they convicted a fellow 
being upon the word of an assassin 
like Orchard, a man caught with his 
hands dripping in the blood of his vic- 
tim, they would place a stain upon the 
state of their nativity and of their 
adoption. 
He exclaimed: 


It is better that you should let a thou- 
sand guilty men escape, better that you 
should let all the criminals e\«-r bi ought 
to the state of Idaho g:> frt-e, than to 
have It said you took away the life of a 
man on such testimony as has been 
given in this court. IKwas a slick game 
of slippery Hariy, this religion dodge, 
and a part o- his past life. 
But you 


might have had more faith in this man 
If he had not confessed to MeParland to 
ea\e uid 1119 beiore n» confessed to Uean 
Hinks to save his soul.

Comparative Statistics Compiled by 


an Expert Gives Interesting 


Information. 


Berlin, July 25.—Herr Guillery, «tr 


official of the archive bureau of the 
Prussian railway administration, has 
prepared a comparative table of sta- 
tistics of those killed and injured by 
railways in various 
countries. He 


finds that both absolutely and relative- 
ly the railways in the United States 
are the most deadly. The United 
States has more mileage than all Eu- 
rope, but even taking that into consid- 
eration the United States holds pre- 
eminence in proportional figures. Out 
of every thousand railway employes 
the ratio of the number injured each 
year is as follows: United States, 43.5; 
Switzerland, 25.3; England, 11.8; Bel- 
gium, 11; Germany, 2.4. Out of every 
10,000 employes the relative figures of 
killed are: United States. 26.1; Eng- 
land, 12.3; Switzerland, 8.2; Russia, 
78, British India, 6.7; Belgium, 4.1. 
Herr Guillery finds that in a single 
year—the fiscal year of 1902—376,500 
persons were injured in the United 
States, of whom 60,000 were employes, 
and 9,800 were killed, of whom 3,000 
were employes. In the matter of trav- 
elers injured France holds the lowest 
record in the world. The United States 
shows 
proportionately 40 times as 


many injured as Russia, 22 times as 
many as Italy, as England 20, Belgium 
8, Switzerland 4, Germany 2.

Tokyo, July 25 —Advices dated 


Seoul say that a new convention be- 
tween Japan and Korea has been con- 
cluded. The text of the convention 
has not yet been made public, but It is 
reported to consist of seven articles. 
Its main feature is that It Invests the 
resident general with complete control 
of the internal administration of Ko- 
rea and appoints Japanese officials of 
the Korean government. It is report- 
ed that the easy compliance of the 
Korean government with Japan's de- 
mands was due to the fact that the 
terms were much easier than were 
apprehended. The removal of the de- 
posed emperor to Tokyo was not in- 
cluded m the demands 


Advices from Seoul state that a mu- 


tiny of the Korean troops is appre- 
hended. 


The capital of Korea is apparently 


calm, but apprehension of further dis- 
turbances has not subsided. It is as- 
serted that court spies are busily en- 
gaged in efforts to ascertain the atti- 
tude of Japan. 
A new press regula- 


tion, prohibiting the publication of 
diplomatic and ministerial secrets on 
anjWtng injurious to the public peace, 
is hung enforced. The Korean pre- 
mier's audience on "Wednesday morn- 
ing is believed to have been in con- 
nection with the demand of Japan pre- 
sented through Marquis Ito. 


GREAT DAMAGE 


BY CLOUDBURST 


Wheeling, W. Va., July 25.—A cloud- 


burst that broke over this city inflict- 
ed great damage, aggregating thou- 
sands of dollars. Leet Prettlman, a 
teamster, was drowned while trying to 
get his horses away from a rush of 
water. His body was not recovered.

Philadelphia, July 25. — Thirty-one

WttidnB, N. Y., Aug. 26, 1902. He graduated from Harvard Law school and 
In 1849 became a partner in the law firm of Chase & Ball, Cincinnati. He was 
a Democrat until the civil war, at which time he became a Republican, but 
later returned to the Democratic party owing to his opposition to the pro* 
tecdr* tariff. He was elected judge of the superior court in Cincinnati in 1851, 
eity solicitor In 1855 and judge of the new superior court in 1858. A seat ou 
tb« rapreme court bench was offered him by both Governor Chase and Gov- 
ernor Tod, which he refused. He was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1873-74 and defeated Joseph B. Foraker for governor in 1883, being 
defeated fcy Mm In 1885. He was professor In the Cincinnati Law school and 
• t?a>te« of the university for many years.

There is also an excel- 
lent demand for traction rails, one 
large manufacturer having inquiries 
pending for an aggregate of 75,000 
tons.

OF TWO COUNTIES 


AT BUCKEYE LAKE 


A joint meeting of the Licking and 


Fairfield 
County 
Medical 
societies

Clellan of Xenia, O., president of the 
Ohio State Medical 
Association, was 


introduced. His address was on the 
advantages of post graduate work tc» 
be done by the County medical socie- 
ties of the state. It was largely sug- 
gestive and dealt principally with the 
needs, advantages and results of 
a 


well equipped laboratory and library 
for each and every county society in 
the state. 
The address was full of 


good thought and 
practical 
sugges- 


tion, and was highly appreciated by 
every one present.

wives and sweethearts, took a cruise 
on the lake. This was followed by a 
banquet, at which a number of short 
toasts were responded to.

ANNEXATION 


Of THE CONGO 


Agreement Between the Belgian Gov- 


ernment and the King. 


LATTER TO SURRENDER TITLE 


African State Soon to Pass Into the 


Possession of Belgium, and Present 
Abuses Will Likely 
Bs Corrected. 


End of a Long Struggle Now In 
Sight. 


Brussels, Belgium, July 25.~-The 


'agreement reached between the Bel- 
gian and the Congo government, elab- 
orating the terms upon which the 
Congo state shall pass into the posses- 
sion of Belgium, foreshadows the close' 
of King Leopold's efforts to delay the 
annexation of the African state to 
Belgium. 


The transfer will mark an important 


epoch for the Congo, as heretofore 
the entire conduct of affairs, civil and 
military, has been under the personal 
direction of King Leopold and cabinet 
of Congo officers entirely separate 
from 
and independent of " Belgium, 


•whereas the new regime will make the 
Belgian government, instead of the 
king individually responsible' for the 
administration of affairs of the Congo. 
The British and American govern- 
ments have favored placing this gov- 
ernmental responsibility on Belgium, 
as the British officials have made the 
point that there *was great difficulty in 
dealing with the Congo in view of its 
anomolous position, as a personal de- 
pendency of the king, whereas for- 
eign governments could deal with it 
through the usual diplomatic chan* 
nels if the Belgian government as- 
sumed responsibility for its adminis- 
tration. 


No difficuly about the treaty of an- 


nexation itself is anticipated. It is 
expected to be similar to the one pro- 
posed by Count Nerode when he was 
premier in 1895. The document simply 
declared that the sovereign of the 
Congo, Leopold II, cedes his sovereign 
rights and all the assets of the Congo 
free state to Belgium, which in turn 
assumes the liabilities of the African 
state. The real fight will follow upon 
the terms of the colonial law. 
The 


Belgian 
Royalists 
(conservatives, 


clericals and a fraction of the moder- 
ates) want the law to practically con- 
vert the present Congo administration 
Into an autonomous" government not 
responsible to the Belgian parliament. 
The 'other side (Liberals and Rad- 
icals) also desire to give the Congo 
full autonomy, but insist that unless 
.the administration is made directly 
responsible to the Belgian parliament, 
there will be no way of correcting 
present abuses and preventing the ex- 
ploitation of the natives for the benefit 
of the rubber and ivory companies. 
The indications are that the whole 
subject will be threshed out in parlia- 
ment during the fall, and that January 
or February, 1908, will see the Congo 
free state a colony of Belgium in- 
stead of a personal 
dependency of 


King Leopold.

REGISTRATION 


In the Philippines Shows Falling Off. 


Total at Manila. 


Washington, July 25.—The bureau 


of insular affairs has received by cable 
information from the governor general 
of the • Philippines that the retui ns 
from registration preparatory to the 
election for members of the Philip- 
pines assembly, which will take place 
July 30. seem to indicate a falling oS 
compared with 1905. In Manila the 
total registration was 7,902, of which 
865 were Americans. This will be the 
first opportunity which the citizens of 
Manila have had to vote, and it is im- 
possible to compare this registration 
with the registration for prior periods, 
but in 1905 the province of Pampanga, 
which has but G,000 more civilized in- 
habitants than the city of Manila, the 
total registration was 6,641; and in 
Pangasinan province, which has a civ- 
ilized population of 394.516 as com- 
pared with 219.928 for Manila, there 
was a registration of 9,716. and in 
Rizal. the province nearest the city of 
Mapila. of 148,502, there was regis- 
tered 5,327 voters. 


Uncle Sam's Role at The Hague, 
The Hague, July 25.—Thus far the 


United States has contributed more 
than any other country to the success 
of the peace conference. As was ex- 
pected, the American proposal for the 
collection of contractual rights will be 
adopted almost unanimously on July 
27. only a few countries making reser- 
vations, while the proposition regard- 
ing the permanency of the arbitration 
court, the most important step of the 
conference, also will be accepted with 
amendments, to which, however, the 
American delegation will offer no ob- 
jections 
Another American proposi- 


tion, that relating to general arbitra- 
tion, is meeting with some opposition, 
which is offered not as against the 
principle, but because of the difficulty 
of carrying out the plans as rjrooosed.
